Be  sure  to  enter  on  bid  sheet  correct  lot  number  and  BID  BY  LOT 
IN  ALL  CASES.  List  value  is  printed  after  each  item  and  it  should 
be  your  guide  in  bidding.  The  prices  have  not  been  inflated  in  any  way. 
If  you  think  they  are,  I  prefer  that  you  do  not  send  any  bids. 

Unlimited  or  buy  bids  will  be  accepted  and  carried  out  as  far  as 
possible.  In  case  of  two  such  bids  on  the  same  item,  the  first  one  received 
will  be  acted  on. 

The  terms  of  this  sale  are  cash  promptly  on  receipt  of  goods.  Remit 
by  check,  money  order  or  whatever  way  is  most  convenient.  Successful 
bidders  will  be  immediately  notified  after  the  sale,  and  coins  shipped  at 
once,  if  credit  references  are  0.  K.  There  is  no  charge  for  executing  bids, 
but  postage  on  shipments  is  added  to  invoice.  I  frequently  put  invoice 
in  parcel  with  coins,  which  is  permitted  by  P.  0.  Department. 

If  you  are  bidding  for  the  first  time,  put  references  on  back  of  sheet. 
For  your  information,  Uncirculated  coins  usually  bring  80  to  90%  of 
the  prices  listed  and  proof  coins  frequently  bring  full  list  price.  There 
is  never  enough  proof  USA  coins  to  supply  the  demand.  Bids  of  40  or 
50%  of  list  prices  on  anything  offered  are  not  desired,  as  they  are  never 
successful. 

I  am  now  making  up  copy  for  November  auction.  If  you  have  any 
fine  material  you  wish  to  sell,  send  it  along  but  I  prefer  a  letter  first 
stating  what  you  have.  I  dislike  to  have  to  return  shipments  stating 
they  are  not  saleable  in  my  auctions  at  this  time.

These  tickets  covered  all  entertain¬ 
ments  which  were  carried  out  to  the  letter.  The  ladies  were  well  taken  care  of  and 
my  own  dear  wife  said  she  never  had  a  better  time  in  her  life,  and  she  reaches 
her  70th  milestone  this  year.  Some  recommendation. 

There  were  perhaps  a  hundred  or  more  cases  for  displaying  rare  coins  and 
these  exhibits  were  well  worth  all  the  study  one  could  give  them.  I  saw  many 
members  looking  them  over,  time  and  again.  Doubtless  a  list  will  be  published  in 
the  Numismatist  later. 

I  was  glad  to  meet  many  members  who  are  constant  bidders  at  my  auctions 
and  am  sorry  I  failed  to  meet  others,  who  were  there.  Some  have  already  written 
me  about  it.  Perhaps  we  can  get  together  next  year  at  Philadelphia.  I  am  sure 
every  one  will  want  to  attend  then,  if  they  can  possibly  do  it.  Many,  many  things 
worth  seeing  in  the  old  Quaker  city. 

One  room  was  let  out  to  dealers  where  they  might  have  an  exhibit  and  make 
sales.  There  was  always  a  fair  crowd  here.  But  I  feel  it  would  be  a  good  idea  for 
the  dealers  to  bring  less  expensive  material,  and  they  would  make  more  and  better 
sales.  Much  of  the  material  they  exhibited  was  beyond  the  pocketbook  of  the  average 
collector. 

The  auction  on  Tuesday  evening  I  suspect  was  a  real  success.  I  told  Joe  Stack 
I  would  help  him  carry  the  dough,  but  he  said  he  was  all  mixed  up  now,  and  that 
he  was  afraid  he  never  would  get  his  cash  accounts  straightened  out.  The  bidding 
was  lively  and  I  felt  most  everything  brought  satisfactory  prices.  Some  rarities 
went  cheap  and  some  not  so  rare  brought  more  than  they  were  worth. 

I  trust  that  if  any  of  my  bidders  go  thru  Rochester  they  will  stop  off  and  give 
me  a  call.  A  taxi  will  bring  you  to  my  home  in  5  to  6  minutes  for  a  few  cents, 
and  even  if  you  only  have  a  short  stop  over,  it  will  be  worth  while,  as  I  suspect 
you  never  saw  a  den  just  like  the  one  I  do  all  my  work  in.
